Charges could carry death penalty 

Numeiri’s top aide 
on trial for helping 
Ethiopian aliya 


KHARTOUM (AP). - Maj.-Gen. 
Oraar El-Tayeb, first vice president 
to ousted Sudanese President Jafa’ar 
Numeiri, went on trial for his life 
yesterday oh charges of complicity in 
flast winter's smuggling of Ethiopian 
'Jews to Israel through Sudan. 

Four officers who answered 
directly to El-Tayeb as director of 
Numeiri’s State Security Service bad 
been charged with him. They told a 
special three-judge panel they had

agreed to testify against El-Tayeb in 
exchange for promises of pardons. 

Nine charges against El-Tayeb in- 
clude high treason and violating the 
Arab League boycott of ferae!. Sent- 
ences on conviction could range to 
death by hanging or life imprison- 
ment. He pleaded not guilty. 

The trial also was to have included 
Numeiri as a defendant in the case 
growing out of the airlift of more 
than 1 0,000 Ethiopian Jews to Israel, 
reportedly aboard U.S. Air Force 
C-130's. 

Attorney-General Omar Abdul- 
Atti told the court that the case 
against Numeiri, overthrown in an 
April 6 coup, had been separated 
from the others. Numeiri apparently 
was removed from the trial to await 
the outcome of pending efforts to 
extradite him from his refuge in 
Egypt. 

A small crowd gathered outside 
Khartoum's main' courthouse, sur- 
rounded by dozens .of police officers, 
as the trial opened. Newsmen and 
court officials, the only people 
allowed in the courtroom, were sear- 
ched as they entered. 

The extreme security precautions 
apparently were prompted by re- 
ports published in Khartoum that a 
“foreign intelligence service” plan- 
ned to disrupt the trial by assassfoat-

- King Hussein of 
Jordan and President Saddam Hus- 
sein of Iraq held.secret talks here, 
yesterday amid reports the Arab 
leaders were reappraising the 
Palestinian situation and examining 
options of peace with Israel . 

Arab diplomatic sources said the . 
Jordanian monarch also brief ed"the " 
Iraqi president en efforts under way 
to arrange a rapprochement be- 
tween Jordan and Syria.

Mubarak stresses PLO role 
in any peace settlement 


CAIRO (AP). -^President Mubarak 
yesterday stressed the importance of 
the participation of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization in any 
peace settlement. This follows a re- 
ported strain in relations between 
Egypt and the PLO. 

Mubarak, speaking at a dinner he 
hosted for visiting Sudanese leader 
Gen. Abdul-Rahman Swareddabab, 
said: "It is not imaginable that peace 
efforts move forward without the 
direct and active participation of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as 
the only legal representative of the 
Palestinian people.” 

■‘The first requisition for a peace- 


ful settlement is establishing the leg- 
al rights of the Palestinian people, 
foremost, their right of self- 
determination and establishing their 
state on their land, he added. 

Last week, Cairo's three major 
state-owned newspapers said Egypt 
was angry over remarks by senior 
PLO officials concerning the Adrille 
Lauro hijacking affair. 

Mubarak’s comments yesterday 
follow his summit meeting with Jor- 
dan's King Hussein on Thursday. 
Arab diplomatic sources told the AP 
then that the two leaders had discus- 
sed a possible alternative to the 
PLO.

Likud ministers adopt 
‘4 noes* to Peres ideas

Likud ministers last night decided 
that they would oppose a central 
dement of the peace initiative laun- 
ched by Premier Peres during his trip 
to the U.S. 

In a decision accepted unanimous- 
ly last night, the Likud ministers 
agreed on four "noes.” The most 
important of these is a complete 
rejection of negotiations under some 
form of international auspices. 

Peres, while rejecting the Jorda- 
nian demand for an international 
peace conference, has suggested that 
Israel would be willing to start nego- 
tiations with a brief and oon-bindmg 
form of international accompani- 
ment. 

Peres was due back in Israel late 
last night. 

The other three “noes” are of less 
importance because Peres, accord- 
ing to most reports, did not commit 
himself on two of these issues. These 
are: “No to any forin of border 
demarcation; and no to interim 
agreements with Jordan.” The final 
“no,” to negotiations with the PLO, 
accords with Peres’s own position. 

Peres is scheduled to report on his 
ideas for peace negotiations at this 
morning's cabinet meeting. It is still 


unclear whether all the Likud minis- 
ters will stress their objection to any 
form of international accompani- 
ment in terms that would be un- 
acceptable to the Alignment. 

Deputy Premier David Levy was 
quoted last night as hoping that 
Peres will not bring the issue to a 
vote in the cabinet plenum. The 
deputy premier said he preferred a 
debate in the inner cabinet, where 
the Alignment and the Likud are 
stalemated. 

Peres himself said before leaving 
Paris for Israel that he does not 
expect a major coalition crisis: “I 
don’t see anybody leaving the gov- 
ernment. I am sure that when we 
count bow many ministers are pre- 
sent after Sunday's cabinet meeting 
the number will not be less than the 
ministers at the beginning of the 
meeting.” 

The Alignment ministers are due 
to meet with Peres before the 
cabinet meeting to be briefed on his 
trip- Some ministers demanded, 
whae-Peres -was abroad, that the- 
premier take his most outspoken 
Likud critics to task. But it is ex- 
pected that they will decide to turn 
the other cheek to much of the Ukud 
criticism - unless the Likud comes 
out united in stiff opposition to 
Peres.

Peres says France can play 
role in Mideast peace efforts 


PARK. - Prime Minister Peres en- 
ded a brief writ to Paris yesterday 
after saying that France could play a 
role in seeking peace in the Middle 
East. 

Peres arrived here Fryiay morning 
from New York on the last leg of a 
10-day trip to the U.S. 

He met on Friday for dose to 
three hours with President Francois 
Mitterrand, who backed Peres's 
peace plan and his offer of direct 
talks wkb Jordan. 

Peres explained to Mitterrand the 
details, of his plan and analyzed Jor- 
danian King Hussein's position. 

Peres, however, said he does not 


believe that the Soviet position will 
change - “at least not till the coming 
Reagan-Gorbachev summit” 
November 19-20 in Geneva. 

Peres told reporters here: "France 
can talk with both sides... Mitter- 
rand has won the confidence of the 
Arab wodd mid Israel. He can help 
us overcome the problems that lie 
before us.” 

In the afternoon Peres met with 
Foreign Minister Roland Dumas. 
Dumas is to visit Israel December 
9-10, the French Foreign Ministry 
announced on Friday. 

Dumas is to travel to Iraq tomor- 
row. (JT A, Reuter) 


Sicilian magistrates issue warrant for arrest of Abbas 


SYRACUSE, Sicily (Reuter). - 
Magistrates here investigating the 
hijacking of the Italian ship Achille 
Lauro have issued an arrest warrant 
for Palestinian leader Mohammed 
Abu Abbas, the Italian news agency 
Ansa reported yesterday. 

The magistrates could not be im- 
mediately reached to comment on 
the report, which cited judicial 
sources in Syracuse and was also 
broadcast by Italian state radio last 
night. 

The report followed a disclosure 
in a Rome magistrate's report on the 


hijacking release yesterday that 
said the Sicilian magistrates had be- 
gun an investigation of Abbas. 

The decision to allow Abbas to 
leave Italy provoked the fall of the 
government of Prime Minister Betti- - 
no Craxi two weeks ago. 

The Republican Party withdrew 
from the coalition, protesting that it 
had not been sufficiently consulted 
over the decision to allow Abbas to 
leave the country aboard a Yugoslav 
plane after the ship’s four alleged 
hijackers had been arrested. 

Italian radio said the warrant, one 


of eight issued by the Sicilian magis- 
trates, was based on information 
gained after Abbas left the country. 

The state-run radio also reported 
yesterday that another suspect had 
been arrested in Genoa, bringing to 
seven the number of people in cus- 
tody in connection with the hijack- 
fog. 

Genoa prosecutors were not avail- 
able last night to confirm the report: 
■ Premier Bettfoo Craxi yesterday 
said Italian-U.S. relations are back 
to “absolute normalcy’' and Amer- 
icans now better understand Italy's 


handling of the hijack affair. 

Craxi made the remarks in an 
interview with state-run RAI radio 
the day after returning from a visit to 
the U.S. in which he conferred pri- 
vately with President Reagan. 

Craxi said his discussions with 
Reagan proceeded m the best of 
ways. We determined that it was 
probably a flaw in information that 
provoked the difference in views 
(about the hijack handling).” 

The premier did not elaborate on 
the nature of the claimed flaw in 
information. 






Pretoria extends emergency, 
police kill two more blacks

CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - Police 
shot two more men dead overnight, 
hours after South Africa extended 
emergency rule to Gape Town and 
barred journalists from Johannes- 
burg’s black satellite city of Soweto. 

Police said one of the shootings 
happened near Cape Town where,' 
according to lawyers, 60 to 80 anti- 
apartheid activists were detained 
without charge Friday night 

In Soweto, police said yesterday 
they had arrested 24 white and three 
black women for demonstrating out- 
side a police station. They were all 
charged with holding an illegal 
gathering and the white women for 
entering the black township illegally . 

Reporters -covering the demon- 
stration were escorted out of Soweto 
and photographers’ film was confis- 
cated. ' 

Police also reported that soldiers 
fo Soweto fired tear gas at stone- 
throwing black mourners returning 
from the funeral of a six-year-old 


boy who drowned in a swamp as he 
ran from security forces. 

The white minority government 
declared a state of emergency in 
Johannesburg and the Eastern Cape 
inJuly. 

It lifted emergency rule from six 
dastrictson the borders of these areas 
two weeks ago, but the extension of 
the emergency to tie Western Cape 
means security forces now have 
sweeping powers in 38 densely- 
populated districts. 

Opposition politicians, trade un- 
ions and groups fighting apartheid 
condemned the new measure s. 

The white women demonstrating 
in Soweto said they did not belongto 
any group, but were protesting at the 
“brutalization" of their sons who 
face compulsory militar y sendee 
which include township duties.

‘New York Times , report: 

Links with Moscow 
may be resumed soon

WASHINGTON. - The Soviet 
Unfon yesterday was reported to 
be considering the resumption of 
low-level diplomatic relations 
with Israel in the near future. 

The New York Times quoted 
diplomats in Paris and in 
Washington as saying that Mos- 
cow might be “prepared to per- 
mit an exchange of interest sec- 
tions between the Soviet Union 
and Israel." 

In recent days, Poland has 
similarly been reported to be 
prepared to exchange interest 
sections with Israel. Poland of 
course would do so only after 
winning Soviet approval. 

Hie opening of an Israeli interest 
section at a third-country embassy in 
Moscow and a simitar Soviet interest 
section in Tel Aviv would represent 
a significant step towards the res- 
toration of fell diplomatic ties. 

It would mark the first time that 
Soviet and Israeli diplomats would 
return to each other’s countries since 
Moscow severed ties with Israel dur- 
ing the 1967 war.

to accept this proposal, it would 
represent yet another indication that 
resumed Arab- Israeli peace negotia- 
tions. under some sort of interna- 
tional “umbrella," may be close at 
hand. 

U.S. and Israeli officials in 
Washington, when asked about the 
Times report, confirmed that the 
new Soviet leadership in recent 
weeks has sent some positive signals 
to Israel, both directly as well as 
through third-party intermediaries. 

But no breakthrough in resuming 
relations is anticipated before Presi- 
dent Reagan's summit in November 
with Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. Much will depend on the 
outcome of that summit, the officers 
said. 

Indeed, some Israeli -and Amer- 
ican experts still believe that the 
recent encouraging signs from Mos- 
cow might simply be aimed at impro- 
ving its public relations on the eve of 
the summit. Other experts, howev- 
er. are not ruling out a significant 
shift in Soviet policy. 

Prime Minister Peres's willingness 
last week to express a more flexible 
Israeli position on the matter of an 
international context for Arab- 
feraeli peace negotiations was seen 
by American officials as partially a 


response to some private Soviet in- 
dications of a less hostile posture 
toward Israel. 

A Soviet readiness to permit 
direct Soviet Union-to- Israel flights 
for Jewish emigrants would repre- 
sent hard evidence of a more "eon- 
sttuctive" Soviet approach. Israeli 
officials said. In Paris on Friday. 
Peres said France is prepared io 
operate such flights. 

U.S. officials have been encour- 
aged bv the most recent develop 
merits to believe (hat Israel and 
Jordan are on the verge of opening 
direct talks, but only after some sort 
of international meeting takes place. 

The Americans earlier last week 
warmly welcomed Peres's willing- 
ness to adopt a more flexible stance 
on this matter and then moved 
quickly to encourage King Hussein 
to respond positively to it.

Defiant Soviet aliya activist 
addresses court in Hebrew 

Aryeb Volvovsky, a 43-year-old Jewish computer expert, was found guilty 
of “anti-Soviet activity” by a Gorky court Friday and sentenced to the 
maximum three years in prison, according to reports reaching Israel. 

. Volvovsky, a newly Orthodox Jew, has been refused the right to emigrate 
to Israel once 1974 and was granted Israeli citizenship five years ago. Because 
of his aliya activities, he was dismissed from his job and forced to work as a 
salesman in a photography shop. 

He spoke in Hebrew throughout Friday's trial, but added a few words in 
Russian at the end, so bis mother anu other relatives could understand, 
members of the Jerusalem Soviet Jewry Information and Education Centre 
said. The centre contacted Jewish activists in Moscow. 

He praised his wife Mila for backing him. and said he hoped she and their 
daughter would have the courage' to go on' until he returns from prison. He 
added that his daughter must never forget that she is Jewish. 

Calm throughout the trial, Volvovsky was asked by the judge if he wanted 
mercy. Volvovsky responded that it was the judge and the prosecutor who 
should ask for mercy, fee centre sources said. At the end of the trial the judge 
spoke rudely to Volvovsky ’s wife , they added. 

Last week. Foreign Minister Shamir asked his European counterparts 
meeting in Luxembourg to fight for Volvovsky's release. 

Volvovsky had been exiled from his home in Moscow a few years ago to 
Gorky, over 400 kilometres east of the capital. 


'Gorbachev proposes 
French airlift for 
SovietJews’ 

Soviet leader Mikha J Gorbachev 
proposed to French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand that France assume 
responsibility for flying Soviet Jews 
to Israel when they are allowed to 
emigrate, the French newspaper Lc 
Monde has reported. 

The report said that Gorbachev 
wants to complete the airlift before 
his summit with U.S. President 
Reagan on November 19-20 tor 
propaganda purposes. 

French experts arc alrcaJy work- 
ing out the technical details of the 
airlift, the paper said. 

Prime Minister Peres revealed in 
Paris on Friday after meeting with 
Mitterrand that the French president 
had said that if the Soviets allow the 
direct flight of Jews from Russia to 
Israel, France would gladly supply 
the planes for the operation' .

He also in- 
vented an automatic gearbox and an 
unbreakable door lock.

Jemayel to have wings clipped 

Lebanese factions said 
close to peace treaty 


BEIRUT (AP). - Christian and 
Moslem militia chieftains met 
.yesterday to put tbe finishing 
touches to a Syrian-sponsored peace 
treaty to end Lebanon’s 10-year-old 
civil war as sectarian fighting flared 
in and around Beirut, killing at least 
two people. 

The fighting erupted as senior rep- 
resentatives of the three main 
Christian and Moslem militias left by 
road for Damascus for the fifth 
round of negotiations to end the war. 

They met at the office of Abdul- 
Halim Khaddam. Syria’s vice presi- 
dent and the leading specialist on 
Lebanon who has masterminded the 
peace accord over several weeks of 
closed-door negotiations in Damas- 
cus. 

Sources dose to the negotiations 
said they expect a draft treaty to be 
drawn up during the weekend in 
which the Christians, who have 
dominated Lebanon since independ- 
ence from France in 1943, will con- 
cede political reforms giving Leba- 
non's Moslems an equal share of 
power. 

Christian militia leader Elie 
Hobeika. Shi'ite leader Nabih Bern 
and Druse warlord Walid Jumblatt 
are expected to sign the treaty within 
tbe next two weeks to end a conflict 
in which more than 100,000 people 
have been killed since April. 1975. 


It will be the first time that all 
three will have met face to face. 
Syria, the main power broker in 
Lebanon which has armed the Mos- 
lem militias, will also sigh the pact as 
guarantor, the sources said. 

The accord is the first hammered 
out by Lebanon's warlords, the key 
figures in the conflict. Previous 
agreements signed by political lead- 
ers foundered because they do not 
control the heavily armed paramilit- 
ary forces. 

President Amin Jemayel has not 
been directly involved in the peace 
talks. But Syrian and Lebanese 
sources said he last week endorsed 
the Syrian-brokered pact with some 
reluctance because it will trim his 
powers. 

That has been a key demand of the 
Moslem militia leaders who have in 
the past repeatedly demanded his 

ouster. 

Jemayel, 43. has become in- 
creasingly isolated, even within his 
own Christian camp. Hobeika’s 
Lebanese Forces militia Thursday 
took over the al-Amal daily, a 
Christian newspaper that supported 
Jemayei's right-wing Phalange par- 
ty, and shut it down for two weeks. 

The move was apparently to stifle 
criticism of Hobeika during tbe cru- 
cial final stages of drafting the peace 
accord in Damascus.

phy returned to the U.S. with a 
generally upbeat report - one in- 
dicating a heightened Jordanian 
readiness to move without the active 
support of Yasser Arafat and the 
PLO if they should continue to reject 
the minimal conditions for their par- 
ticipation - namely the acceptance of 
UN Resolutions 242 and' 33S and 
Israel's right to exist. 

U.S. officials said Hussein is 
qnickly losing patience with Arafat, 
although the Jordanian leader has 
not yet agreed to abandon the joint 
Jordanian- PLO approach, as agreed 
in their February 11 statement. 

Administration officials, in specu- 
lating about various scenarios for tbe 
start of negotiations in the coming 
weeks, said flatly that the most likely 
involved a full plenary session in- 
cluding Israel, Jordan, Egypt, the 
U.S.. the Soviet Union and possibly 
Britain and France. 

“Credible and responsible" 
Palestinians would also be invited 
provided they renounced terrorism, 
they added . 'Known members of the 
PLO:. would: .continue to be barred 
unless tfafi Pi. O.iiL advance accepted 
UN Security Council Resolutions 
242 and 338 as well as Israel’s right to 
exist. 

Following a brief plenary session, 
the talks would then break down into 
sub-groups, one of which would in- 


volve direct bilateral negotiations 
between Israel and a Jordanian- 
Palestisian delegation. 

U.S. officials did not rule out the 
possibility that Syria too would be 
invited to an international gathering, 
although they were by no means 
confident the Damascus regime 
would accept the invitation - even if 
the Soviets participate. 

The Americans, however, were 
encouraged by Peres's remarks in 
Paris on Friday that Israel would be 
prepared to.open peace negotiations 
with Syria. "If the Syrians are ready, 
we are ready, too,” Peres said. 

Thus, a second sub-group could 
focus on Israeli-Syrian negotiations. 
Related to this, U.S. officials said, 
would be separate negotiations in- 
volving the Israeli-supported “secur- 
ity zone" in South Lebanon. 

A third sub-group, U.S. officials 
said, could involve outstanding 
Israel i-Egyptian problems, such as 
the border dispute involving Taba 
and the slow pace in normalizing 
relations. 

“Things are moving ahead very 
quickly and impressively," one au- 
thoritative- U.S. source said. He 
cautioned that there are still some 
significant procedural and substan- 
tive obstacles. But like other in- 
formed U.S. officials, this source 
was very optimistic that real negotia- 
tions could begin soon.

King Hussein misreading Israel’s mood, says Knesset Mideast expert

A popular Arabic saying has it 
that one cannot compare the situa- 
tion of tbe luckless fellow who gets a 
thrashing with the situation of the 
lucky fellow standing by his side who 
counts foe strokes of tbe Jasb. 

Alignment MK Amnoo Linn re- 
minded me of this dictum in a review 
of the peace deadlock after Jordan’s 
official spokesman rejected Prime 
Minister Peres’s proposals aired dur- 
ing his U.S. visit. 

Noting that Peres’s readiness for 
compromise reminded the world 
that tbe Arabs, and not Israel, block 
peace, linn told The Jerusalem Post: 
“King Hussein of Jordan, President 
Hafez Assad of Syria, and PLO boss 
Yasser Arafat stand by and count the 
strokes while the Arabs of Judea. 
Samaria and Gaza are at the receiv- 
ing end. always getting the 
thrashing." 

Linn, who is one of the Knesset’s 
top experts on the Arab world, said: 
“I regret that Hussein seems to have 
concluded that his own skin is best 
protected, and bis own selfish in- 
terests best served, by doing nothing 
to further a solution to the dispute 
with Israel. And this despite the fact 
be knows an increasing number of 
West BAnk residents want some 
arrangement with Israel. ’’ 

He said: “I would be the last to 
ignore the fact that the king is under 
constant threat to his life from ex- 
tremist elements, but that is nothing 
new.” 

Una holds that Hussein, who to- 
day has the PLO too close to him for 
his comfort, would never have in- 
vited Arafat to set up offices in 
Jordan were it not for Jordan’s quar- 
rel with Syria. 

“The wheel seems to be turning 
full circle today. Hussein is inclining 
towards a rapprochement with 
Assad. Both Jordan and Syria have 
had enough of the PLO pulling at 
their apron strings. Both countries 
would prefer to work For a Middle 
East solution placing their own de- 
mands uppermost and not the in- 


terests of the Palestinian Arabs, a 
solution supported by the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union in unison. Both 
countries are loth to go beyond lip- . 
service to the idea of a Palestinian 
state." 

Linn points out that whereas Hus- 
sein sees the PLO presence on his 
soil as a sure recipe for trouble, 
including possible trouble from 
Israel, Assad feels that the PLO has 
got too big for its boots and must be 
reduced to correct proportions. “A 
minority regime like the AJawi dicta- 
torship in Syria cannot afford to let 
any group grow strong and seek to 
dictate its moves," be said. 

The prospect of PLO offices mov- 
ing from Tunis and Amman to Bagh- 
dad, mentioned by Defence Minister 
Rabin in the Knesest last week, is 
seen by Lfon as very likely. 

"Long before tbe IAF bombed the 
PLO centre in Tunisia, tbe PLO 
executive council had already con- 
ve ned in Baghdad, and proposed the 
transfer, with tbe advance agreement 
of President Saddam Hussein. The 
PLO leaders had already realized by 
then, that Rabin’s warnings to act 
against their centre in Jordan could 
not be ignored.

Linn said that Saddam Hussein is 
ready to host the PLO headquarters 
to ward off accusations by Iran that 
Iraq is a super-traitor to the Arab 
cause in general and the Palestine 
cause in particular.

There is a growing readiness for 
compromise among the public here. 
You can even find that readiness, 
here and there, within the ranks of 
the Likud. The public here would 
prefer to move gradually in . the 
direction of peace, at a certain cost.

He said that in view of the inevit- 
able Syrian pressure against a formal 
agreement by Hussein 'or even an 
interim accord, Israel would again 
weigh up the possibility of unilateral- 
ly implementing autonomy in' the 
spirit of Camp David.

A police error in identifying a" 
suspect was the subject of an .unusual 
parliamentary question in the Knes- 
set fast week. And Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim’s reply left some ques- 
tions unanswered. 

Amira Sartani (Mapam) submit- 
ted the question on June 17, and 
since the Knesset rose for its summer 
-recess on July 31, Nissim must be 
^faulted for letting it ride until the 
winter term. .* 

Sartani said that the suspect, a 
16-year-old Hebron youth, was tried 
and convicted of raping a girl in Tel 
Aviv after police identified shoe- 
prints and undershorts at the scene 
of the crime as belonging to him . 

She said that after he served his 
seven-month sentence and was re- 
leased,, the district court granted a 
prosecution appeal against the light- 
ness of the sentence and increased it 
to three years. 

Subsequently, the prosecution 
and the police examined the youth’s 
% claim that neither the shoes not 
undershorts were his.. 

The 1 investigation substantiated 


his claim. But the district court's 
verdict and sentence could be re- 
vised only by appeal to the Supreme 
Court, “and the boy is still being 
held in detention, because there is 
no one to post bond for him,” Sarta- 
ni said. 

Nissim said in his reply that the 
mistake in identification had been 
caused by “a combination of errors 
by several persons.” When the mis- 
take was revealed the prosecution 
initiated an appeal to the Supreme 
Court and consented to its being 
granted. He also listed the steps 
taken to prevent the repetition of 
such “a rare occurrence. 7 ’ 

Since Nissim did not dispute any 
point in Sartani’s account, it 
appeared that the youth was still in 
detention, or in prison. The Justice 
Ministry official to whom we were 
referred by the ministry spokesman 
said that this was a question for the 
Prisons Service. 

But he agreed to check on our 
second question: would the boy get 
any compensation for the time be 
had served in detention? 


rape conviction 


Before he got back to me. I called 
the Prisons Service spokesman and 
asked him how much tiny*- the boy 
had already served and whether he 
was still behind bars. I gave him the 
name of the boy, as given to me by 
the Justice Ministry official, but he 
■said it was too common a name for ' 
identification purposes. 

He was not impressed by my argu- 
ment that this was hardly a run-of- 
the-mill case and that it had been the 
subject of a parliamentary question 
two days before. 

The. Justice Ministry official gave 
me the following account of the case. 
The boy had been convicted by the 
magistrates court of three charges: 
rape, accepting goods thought to 
have been stolen, and interfering 
with a policeman . * 

He had not served a single day in 
jail or in detention beyond the seven 
months of the original sentence, the 
official said. And since the convic- 
tion for the last two crimes was not 
changed, the seven months was con- 
sidered the sentence for those and 
the boy was not entitled to com- 


pensation. 

He did not explain the time sequ- 
ence. H the errors were discovered 
before the district court ruled on the 
prosecution's appeal, why were the 
proceedings not stayed? And if they 
were uncovered afterwards, why was 
the youthnot immediately sent back 
to jail? 

Another question is, if the offi- 
cial’s account is correct, why did 
Nissim fan to state so in his reply? 
MKs’ free mail 

The Knesset Ethics Committee 
last week informed MKs that they 
have no right to exploit their free- 
maj privilege for private corres- 
pondence or for party mail. 

Committee chairman Michael De- 
kel (Likud-Herut) told the members 
of the committee's new rule that the 
privilege should be used only for 
parliamentary activity. 

He gave as examples: replies to 
letters from the public, letters to 
individuals or institutions regarding 
matters that the MK deals with per- 
sonally, and articles or reactions 
written by the MK in connection 


with his public activities. 

The purpose of the privilege, De- 
kel wrote, is to enable foe member to 
do his job efficiently. It is not meant 
as a personal benefit nor to serve the 
MK's party, which obtains state 
financing for expenses. 

There is no mention in Dekei's 
announcement of any penalty for 
MKs who violate these rules - the 
first restrictions ever issued on the 
subject. 

Para. 11(d) of the Knesset Mem- 
bers' Immunity Law says that “all 
letters from a Knesset member sent 
by ordinary mail from the Knesset 
building to any locality within the 
country's limits shall be exempt from 
payment.** 

Last March. Asher Wallfish wrote 
in these columns that the Alignment, 
the Citizens Rights Movement, and 
Kacb were milking the public purse 
of thousands of shekels a month. 

Their messengers were bringing 
cartons of party circulars to the 
Knesset each week from the parry 
offices, and the material was .sent 
free as MKs’ mail. 


French Hill residents protest against huge planned yeshiva complex

Over 500 residents of the French Hill neighbourhood in 
northeast Jerusalem demonstrated late Friday afternoon to 
protest against plans to build a large synagogue and yeshiva 
complex in the heart of their largely secular neighbourhood. 

Spokesmen for the organizers of the protest, Gideon Yeger, 
a town planner, and Uri MichaeH, head of the residents' 
committee in the Zaineret Habira section of the neighbour- 
hood, emphasized that they do not oppose the building of 
’ synagogues in the neighbourhood as such. 

Michaeli said that Ms residents’ committee had been involved 
over the past two years in the funding and building of a new 
multi-ethnic synagogue on the edges of the neijj^botnhood. 

What they opposed, they said, is siting the gig antic complex 


in the very heart of the neighbourhood, on the main road, which 
could only lead to altercations in the future over Shabbat traffic. 

Micbaeli said that on the basis of the plans for the synagogue 
complex, what is being envisaged is an edifice larger than the 
Hecfaal Shlomo synagogue of the Chief Rabbinate in the centre 
of Jerusalem mid a yeshiva that would bring in ultra-Orthodox 
elements who could not but undermine the good relations 
between secular and religious residents in the neighbourhood. 

The organizers of the protest said that there are four 
synagogues in the neighbourhood for an estimated 100-150 
observant families. The demonstrators were also protesting 
against what they called the underhand tactics of the planning 
bodies, which had given over the large plot to the synagogue 


complex although for years it bad been earmarked for a 
community centre and cultural and sports facility for the 
13-year-old community of 15,000. 

A bulldozer which began to prepare the plot two weeks ago 
was prevented from continuing when it was discovered that the 
developers lacked some of the necessary permits. 

The developers, headed by Rabbi A.M. Halperin, have 
circulated a letter denying the charges against the project and 
noting that two synagogues in the neighbourhood, sired on a 
major traffic intersection for years, had never been the cause of 
any disturbance to the flow of traffic on the Sabbath. They 
charged the organizers of the demonstrations with fomenting 
bad blood between the secular and observant residents of the 
neighbourhood.

Doctor pushes pain control without drugs

HAIFA. - “Medicine has become so 
expensive thqfr ~we should all look 
after our own jtiealth. We can accom- 
plish a lot by pot smoking, keeping a 
diet, regular exercising and relaxa- 
tion,” Prof. Jesmond Birkhan, chief 
anaesthetist of Rambam Hospital, 
said at a conference on bio-feedback 
and chronic pain at the hospital 
last Thursday. 

In an interview with The- Jeru- 
salem Pori, ’Birkhan, who specializes 
in chronic pain problems, said that 
ongoing pam' “affects the whole per- 
son, their- family and social rela- 
tionships and, through the stress it 
causes, even changespersonality . 

“The message is that sufferes from 
chronic pain should be trained to 


cope with it by simple physical 
methods rather than pharmaceutical 
methods, except when there is no 
substitute for them (drugs), for inst- 
ance with cancer patients," he said. 

There are many ways of helping 
s u fferers to live with chronic pain. 
The patient’s family should be 
taught to emphasize the positive. 

‘ Birkhan also suggested that pain 
relief can be achieved through self- 
hypnosis, transcendental meditation 
and auto-suggestion . 

The bio-feedback method now 
coming into vogue provides instru- 
mentation to monitor changes 
achieved through relaxation of in- 
voluntary body systems, such as 
temperature, blood pressure and 
muscle tension. 

“It’s eminently suitable for the 


sceptical because they can see the 
changes on the gauges," Birkhan 
noted. In time, they can achieve the 
results without the instrumentation. 
Several Israeli firms which have de- 
veloped computerized systems dis- 
played them at the conference. 

The psycho-therapeutical 
methods were also recommended to 
‘’break the tension cycle” by sugr 
gesting altering the patient’s pain 
perception, providing the expectan- 
cy of improvement, which itself is a 
cure, and providing a sense of con- 
trol. 

Dr. Beatrice Safer presented a 
paper on the initial findings from a 
study she is conducting on the 
perception by Israeli physicians and 
dentists of ethno-cultural variance in 
expression of pain. p

Bid to plea-bargain follows trip to Jordan 


Journalist Amnon Kapeliuk, who 
is being prosecuted for visiting Jor- 
dan in March and April this year, is 
trying to plea-bargain, his attorney 
said in Jerusalem on Friday.

Under the plea-bargaining 
arrangement Kapeliuk is seeking, he 
will confess to the facts of the case 
and in return receive a fine.

Special education - a system in especially deep distress 


“My Shlomo [not real name] is 14 
and he’s home by 12.45. What kind 
of job 1 can I take that will get me 
home before him? His sister is 10 in 
the regular school system and three 
days a week studies until 2 p.m. She 
can't take part in extra-curricular 
activities ’ because she must come 
right ihome to watch Shlomo: And 
between 12.45' and 2 he could go 
anywhere. Every day we baye to go 
looking for,' him. Yesterday he 
showed up at 3.20 with injuries on 
his arms ancUegs, and today he has a 
fever of 39." 

Shlomo’s mother was one of many 
parents who spoke last week at an 
emergency session of the Jerusalem 
Special Education Parents Commit- 
tee. The group, founded eight years* 
ago, represents 1,400 mentally-

retarded, physically-handicapped 
and learnmg-disabflxty pupils in the 
capital. Whose problems reflect a 
national picture of- frustration. The 
“emergency” the parents met to dis- 
cuss was the constant hardship facing 
parents of special-education pnpfls. 
Beyond the budget limits common to 
all social services, these parents 
complain of a lack of understanding 
that binders their attempts to live a 
normal life. 

Not only is the special-education 
school day short, many of the chil- 
dren have nowhere to go after 
school. Only 100 special education 
pupils in the capital enjoy the com- 


munity centre activities from which 
other children benefit, since centres 
will provide programmes for “spe- 
cial" children only if they receive 
additional funds from the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee or organiza- 
tional help from other bodies. There 
are no Scout programmes for the 
same reason, and foe myriad private 
after-school programme open to 
most children have no place for the 
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“I can’t even send my son to play 
downstairs in the courtyard,” 
another mother says. “At best, the 
other kids won’t play with him. At 
worst, they’ll throw rocks at him.” 
The Education Ministry, foe pa- 
rents charge, has neglected them. 
“Since beroming education znims- 
ter, Yitzhak Navon has never found" 
time to meet with our national chair- 
man, ” says Noga Yafeh, chairman 
of the Jerusalem group, “though he 
has time to tour other places.” 

The parents also bitterly criticize 
foe Histadrut Teachers Union for

not exempting all special -education 
teachers from strikes. Instead, foe 
union maintains a list of a few 
schools that may remain open during 
strikes. Yafeh says that after much 
pressure the union increased the list. 
But, she charges, the schools added 
were ones such as Alyn Hospital, 
where medical workers can care for 
children anyway - not schools, 
where striking teachers would force 
parents to stay home from work. 

“If they don’t think they have to 
keep the schools open, we’ll take all 
foe kids to the Histadrut offices and 
teach them there” next time the 
teachers strike, Yafeh threatens. 

A special high-school programme 
which the municipal education de- 
partment promised to start in 
September 1984 still has not been 
implemented. And there is foe con- 
stant problem of transport. The city 
contracts companies to transport the 
children, but foe Transportation 
Ministry imposes no safety regula- 
tions. Parents complain that 
arrangements for children in wheel- 
chairs are inadequate - that children 
are sometimes strapped in together 
with one large belt, and that foe 
children’s escort sits with foe driver 
instead of with his charges. Two 


fathers of. boys in the Broshim 
School for pupils with learning dis- 
abilities said that foe driver let chil- 
dren out wherever they ask. 

“One day my son had this idea he 
wanted to see Kiryat Yovel so he got 
out there and was lost all after- 
noon,” a father says. A dry educa- 
tion department representative's 
promise to investigate each com- 
plaint seemed to satisfy the parents. 

Part of the problem is budgetary. 
While parents acknowledge that 
spedal-education's budget has been 
cut less than that of the regular 
schools, they insist there is nothing 
to cut from. “Even in the good years, 
when there was money for every- 
thing, we never got the minimum 
needed,” says Yafeh. 

Besides the short school day, 
Yafeh points to cuts in teachers’ 
aides: “Even in a class of eight, these 
kids can't learn in a frontal setting. 
Getting rid of foe aides is like throw- 
ing out foe teachers. ” 

Another mother complained ab- 
out foe cut in special activities, such 
as music classes. “They're cutting 
out foe joy from her life. That music 
class gave her something special. 
Now how can-I explain to her that it's 
not there any more?”

A resident of-tbe Moslem Quarter 
found a package wrapped>in>a blank- 
et near.. her -front 1 door. ' Ertsidfc she 
found the baby shivering from the 
cold. She brought him inside, gave 
him water and sugar to drink, and 
phoned the police. 

A nurse at Bikur Holim said later 
that doctors estimated that the baby 
bad heen boro within the past day, 
most likely in a hospital. She ex- 
plained that the baby's umbilical 
cord had been cut properly and still 
had a dressing on it when found. 

The hospital has notified foe wel- 
fare services of the healthy boy’s 
existence. 

The Jerusalem municipality's so- 
cial services department has taken 
responsibility for care of foe child, 
the hospital and police reported.

The Committee of Heads of Uni- 
versities. at an emergency meeting 
on Thursday, expressed concern ihat 
the strike will hurt the tall semester. 
The committee called on students to 
return to classes immediately but to 
continue their struggle, and urged 
the government to speed up negotia- 
tions with the students, according to 
committee spokeswomen Ruth I3en- 
Tsur. 

The student strike enters its 
second week today and its third 
week at the Technion. The students 
are demanding that tuition fees bo 
lowered from SI ,150 to S900. 

The Treasury and student repre- 
sentatives have not negotiated on 
lowering fees, and Finance Minisrcr 
Moda'i has been upbraided by 
Education Minister Navon and the 
Knesset Education Committee for 
refusing to meet with students the 
past few months. 

Students have demonstrated out- 
side Moda'i's home in Hcrriiya 
Pituah on the last two Thursday 
evenings and have hinted that the 
Thursday night demonstrations will 
continue" if Moda'i docs not meet 
with them. 

The Cabinet is scheduled to dis- 
cuss tuition fee this morning. Navon. 
who sides with the students, is in 
Milan for celebrations marking the 
200th anniversary of the birth of Sir 
Moses Montefiore. 

The Knesset is scheduled to de- 
bate tuition fees tomorrow, and stu- 
dents are expected to follow the 
discussion before voting whether to 
return to classes.

Shultz meets Gorbachev next month 


NEW YORK. - Secretary of State 
George ShuJtz announced on Friday 
he will meet next month with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev in an 
attempt to resolve “major differ- 
ences” between the superpowers be- 
fore the Geneva summit. 

In a news conference outside the 
U.S. mission to the UN. Shultz vir- 
tually ruled out the possibility that 
President Reagan and Gorbachev 
would conclude an arms-control 
agreement at their summit in 
November. 

After a meeting with Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze. 
Shultz called the pre-summit discus- 
sions with the Soviets "intensive and 
searching" and said preparations are 
progressing. 

"At the same time." Shultz said, 
“I would have to say there are major 
differences that need to be resolved 
and we hope that some of them may 
get resolved before the meeting in 


Geneva. President Reagan felt that 
it was appropriate for me to go and 
I’ve accepted the (Soviet) invita- 
tion.” 

He and other U.S. officials denied 
that Reagan had decided to respond 
to Gorbachev's recent proposal for a 
50 per cent reduction in nuclear 
missiles and warheads with a new 
proposal of his own. But the officials 
left open the possibility such a deci- 
sion would be taken before Shultz's 
trip to Moscow next month. 

Whatever the two leaders might 
accomplish at the summit. Shultz 
said, there still would be "a great 
deal of work to do in Geneva by the 
arms negotiators in the future.” 

At the same time, he welcomed 
the Soviet proposal that Shevard- 
nadze presented in a speech to the 
UN General Assembly on Thursday 
for “an agreement in principle" on 
weapons reductions. 

In Luxembourg, European Com- 


munity foreign ministers yesterday 
welcomed intense preparations for 
the summit and said they expected 
constructive talks. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscber told Reu- 
ters in a break in a one-day informal 
meeting here: “We have the im- 
pression that the U.S. is going to the 
talks in a very constructive way." 

The Soviet Union is also marking 
very serious preparations for the 
summit, he said, but arms talks alone 
will not dominate the meeting, 
which will also deal with closer con- 
tacts between the two superpowers 
in political and economic fields. 

European ministers were holding 
talks on problems of cooperation 
with states outside the 10-nation 
bloc. It was the first meeting since 
Reagan briefed several Nato allies in 
New York last week on the U.S. 
position for the summit.

Utopia is a long way off, Kremlin planners admit 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - In the first full statement of its 
aims for 24 years, the Soviet Communist Party has scaled 
down its promises of material abundance and made clear 
true communism will be a long time coming. 

“Communism seems to have dissolved over the hori- 
zon." one senior European diplomatic commented after 
reading the draft party programme. It replaces a 1961 
blueprint which included optimistic pledges of an immi- 
nent consumer paradise. 

In the most telling change, the new programme drops a 
pledge that "the present generation of Soviet people 
shall live in communism." In its place it speaks of gradual 
transition from socialism and warns of the dangers of 
moving too fast. 

Abroad, the party document still holds that capitalism 
is doomed but says it is managing to buy time by 
“constantly maneuvering to adjust itself to the changing 
situation." 

The 110.000-word draft, published yesterday, is to be 
endorsed at a party congress next February and serve as 
the main theoretical document for coming decades. 

Analysts said they were struck by the extent to which it 


beats the personal stamp of the new leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev. “It’s much more down-to-earth. It’s still 
proclaiming the triumph of communism, but without the 
utopian promises.” one diplomatic specialist in party 
affairs said. 

The old programme, drawn up under the late Nikita 
Khrushchev, contained pledges to surpass the U.S. in 
prosperity by 1971 and predictions of free housing, 
transport and an abundance of consumer goods. 

The new programme talks of introducing new technol- 
ogy, improving planning and management, and raising 
efficiency and “ensuring a dynamic correlation between 
demand and supply." 

These policies would enable the state to raise living 
standards, so that almost every Soviet family would have 
an individual home in the year 2000. 

The party planned to double resources spent *on 
consumer goods so that it could meet demand Tor 
“foodstuffs, durable and beautiful clothing and foot- 
wear, furniture... and household appliances and 
goods..." it said. 


Mass Hague rally 
petitions against 
cruise missiles 

THE HAGUE (Reuter). - Up to 
15.000 Dutch anti-nuclear protesters 
massed here yesterday as Prime 
Minister Ruud Lubbers was handed 
a petition against U.S. cruise mis- 
siles which , activists say, was signed 
by nearly four million of the nation's 
14 million people. 

Lubbers is to deride on whether to 
locate 48 of the U.S. missiles in the 
Netherlands within six days. 

• His centre-right coalition agreed 
last year to follow other North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (Nato) 
members and accept cruise missiles 
if it found that by November 1 the 
Soviet Union had deployed more of 
its own medium-range SS-20 
nuclear-tipped missiles. Nato says it 
has. 

Sinie Strikwerda, chairwoman of 
the main anti-cruise missile orga- 
nization KKN, told the rally that 
latest opinion polls showed that 62 
per cent wanted the government to 
take the petition into account. 

But Lubbers said the main issue is 
to reduce the level of nuclear 
weapons world-wide, not just in the 
Netherlands. 

The Netherlands is the last of five 
European Nato countries to decide 
to provide bases for the missiles and 
the cabinet looks set to vote in 
favour of the deployment Friday, 
despite the widespread opposition. 

But nuclear-campaigners do not 
see the November 1 vote as the last 
chapter, and protests are likely to 
continue.

Japanese TV man 
finedfor 
inciting attack 

TOKYO (AP). - A former televi- 
sion director was fined yesterday for 
instigating an attack on five high- 
school girls white filming a 
documentary on youth violence, 
officials said. 

Tsutomu Nakagawa. formerly of 
the Asahi National Broadcasting 
Co., was fined 100,000 yen ($467) 
for inducing two teenage girls to 
attack and beat the girls, said an 
official of the public prosecutor’s 
office in Hachioji, Western Tokyo. 
The five victims were slightly in- 
jured. 

The programme, subtitled “Vio- 
lent Shots: Bosses of Middle School 
Delinquent Girls, Total Confessions 
of Sexual Torture,” was broadcast in 
August. 

Nakagawa was fired because of 
the incident. 


TURKEY. - Turkey has a popula- 
tion of 51,428,944, according to pro- 
visional results of last weekend's 
census released Friday by the State 
Statistics Institute.

Gandhi changes 
itinerary to meet 
with Gorbachev 

MOSCOW. - Indian Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi yesterday had talks 
with Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev during an unscheduled sto- 
pover in Moscow which followed a 
tour of five nations. 

The official news agency Tass re- 
ported the meeting but gave no de- 
tails. Diplomats in Moscow said 
Gandhi's visit was arranged at very 
short notice and could be intended to 
balance bis recent talks with U.S. 
and other Western leaders. 

The Indian leader, who broke 
with his itinerary after a brief visit to 
the Netherlands, said the Moscow 
trip had been discussed by Indian 
and Soviet officials in New Y'ork, 
where Gandhi attended the com- 
memorations of the* UN’s 40th 
anniversary. 

He had been scheduled to fly back 
to India from Amsterdam on Friday. 

He declined to elaborate on the 
issues to be discussed with Gor- 
bachev, but he said, “It is not be- 
cause I saw President Reagan in New 
York. It is not a balancing act." 

“The trip had been in the offing 
for some time, and now there sud- 
denly was an opportunity," Gandhi 
said. 


China, North Korea mark Peking’s entry into war 


PEKING (Reuter). - China and 
North Korea on Friday marked the 
35th anniversary of the entry of 
Chinese troops into the Korean War 
to help repel UN forces. 

In an editorial. The People's Daily 
described as “eternal” the friendship 
between the peoples of the two 
countries. 

In the North Korean capital. 


Pyongyang, visiting Chinese Vice 
Premier U Peng spoke at a rally 
Thursday and called on the U.S. to 
withdraw its troops from South 
Korea, the North Korean Central 
News Agency reported. 

Li said the withdrawal would 
"provide necessary condition for a 
solution of the reunification ques- 
tion through a peaceful negotia- 
tion,” the agency said. 


Battle to protect children 
against disease unites UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). - The 
UN, which marked its 40th birthday 
in discord, started its 41st year Friday 
unified in a pledge to immunize all 
children by 1990. 

The goal, considered nearly im- 
possible when announced more than 
a decade ago, recently has come 
within grasp, according to officials of 
Unicef, the UN’s fund for children. 

“This may well become one of the 
most impressive achievements of the 
LIN," Secretary-General Javier 
Perez De Cuellar told about 500 
people gathered to sign the pledge. 

On Thursday, the world body’s 
40th anniversary, member states 
failed to issue a declaration as plan-* 
ned to mark the occasion because 
they could not agree on its contents. 


Arab states insisted on including a 
paragraph calling for self- 
determination for Palestinians, but 
the U.S. refused to go along with it. 
Friday's event, however, was a chor- 
us of unanimity. 

“I am happy to see that on this 
occasion all countries of the world 
are united in their concern for the 
children of the world," Said Turkey's 
prime minister, Turgut Ozal, one of 
several world leaden signing the 
pledge. Turkey recently launched 
the largest immunization campaign 
yet. 

Smallpox was eradicated in a UN 
campaign during the 1960s. The cur- 
rent worldwide campaign is designed 
to wipe out measles, tetanus, whoop- 
ing cough, polio, diptheria and 
tuberculosis. 


Ethiopian famine refugees flee camp 


ADDIS ABABA (AP). - The UN 
emergency office in Addis Ababa 
dispatched two monitors yesterday 
to investigate reports by western 
relief agencies that thousands of re- 
fugees at Ethiopia's largest famin e 
relief camp had fled into the moun- 
tains. 

UN official Tom Joyce said the 
monitors would travel by truck from 
Addis Ababa to the camp at Korem, 
400 kilometres to the north in the 
north-central region of Wollo. 

Doctors Without Borders, a 
French-based medical relief agency 
which operates a clinic at Korem, 


said Friday that all but about 6,000 of 
the camp's more than 20,000 resi- 
dents had fled Thursday night. 

An agency official, who requested 
anonymity, said those who fled 
apparently feared that the govern- 
ment planned to resettle them in the 
southwest of the country. 

A spokesman for Ethiopia's Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Commission, 
which also operates programmes at 
Korem and administers the nation- 
wide famine-relief effort, declines to 
comment on the report but said an 
official statement was being pre- 
pared. ' - 


Americans Mow Marco Polo’s route 


PEKING (AP). - A U.S. citizen has 
led an expedition tracing Marco 
Polo’s historic journey across China 
to Peking, the official English- 
language newspaper said last week. 

Harry Rutstein, 55, was among 
many modem travellers who have 
followed sections of the route along 
China’s ancient “Silk Road,” the 
China Daily said. 

The Marco Polo foundation of 
Seattle, Washington, claimed in a 
news release that Rutstein recently 
became the first person in 700 years 
known to have travelled the entire 
route that Polo took from Venice to 
Peking in the 13th century. 

Neither the statement nor the 
newspaper said how long Rutstein’s 


journey took or when he arrived in 
Peking. 

The news release said Rutstein and 
New York writer Michael Winn, 
who joined the expedition along the 
way, used whatever local transport 
was available - camel, donkey cart 
and goatskin raft as well as jeep. 

Along with four Chinese, photo- 
graphers, the Americans followed 
the southern branch of the Silk Road 
that skirts the Taklamakan Desert in 
Xinjiang province, the statement 
said. 

The statement said Rutstein was 
given permission to cross overland 
from Pakistan into China by way of 
the Kunjerab pass. 


Iraq claims warplanes hit two ships in Gulf 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). - Iraq said 
its warplanes attacked a “large naval 
target” - usually taken to mean a 
tanker or large merchant ship - close 
to the Iranian coastline in the Per- 
sian Gulf yesterday morning. 

It was the second reported Iraqi 
attack on gulf shipping within 24 
hours. 


A Baghdad military spokesman 
Friday night said Iraqi planes 
"accurately and effectively” hit a 
naval target in the early evening. 

Persian Gulf shipping sources con- 
tacted yesterday said they had no 
information yet to confirm either 
attack.

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Aborigines win court battle over 
sacred Ayers Kock monolith 


AYERS ROCK, Australia (AP). - 
Ayers Rock, the monolith in Austra- 
lia's outback that is famous for its 
brilliantly changing colours at sun- 
rise and sunset, was given back 
yesterday to the aborigines who live 
on the red desert sand around it. 

A chorus of black women sitting in 
the red dost sang ancient chants as 
aborigines celebrated their most sig- 
nificant land-rights victory with 
dancing around a campfire. 

But political opponents of the 
move by' Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke's Labour ■ government 
pledged to overturn it if they gain 
power. 

Ayers Rock, named for a barely 
remembered 19th-century politi- 
cian. is a 259-metre monolith within 
the boundaries of the Northern 
Territory. It is one of its biggest 
tourist attractions, with 100,000 visi- 
tors this year. 

The aboriginal community, who 
claim descent from the earliest tribes 
which lived around the rock some 
30,000 years ago according to scien- 
tists, immediately leased the rock 


and the 1,325-square-kilometre 
national park around it back to the 
federal government for 99 years. 

.They will be paid 52,500 U.S. 
dollars a year and will get 20 per cent 
of admission fees. 

They also will be on the board of 
- management of the park. 

For the transfer ceremony, the 
tribes have planned a corroborree. a £t 
traditional dance festival around 
campfires- The dances tell the stories 
of the sacred places in the caves of 
Ayers Rock and the legend of how 
. the world was created. 

The Ayers Rock transfer is the 
most dramatic move in the long 
aboriginal land-rights battle.

Seated body found in Air-India wreck

LONDON (AP). - A West German 
businessman accused of selling $10.5 
million in electronic equipment to 
the Soviet Union was ordered extra- 
dited to the U.S. on Friday to stand 
trial. 

Bow Street Magistrate Ronald 
Bartle said he was satisfied the 
charges against Werner Bmchausen, 
47. of Dormant, West Germany, 
were not political. 

“The evidence shows Bruchausen 
knew that he was wanted by police, 
and the fact he entered England on a . 
false passport indicates he was a 


fugitive from justice,” Bartle said. 

Bruchausen is accused of shipping 
missile-tracking defence systems to 
the Soviets for five years by forging 
export licences. The court was told 
that a California grand jury has in- 
dicted him op 60 counts including 
fraud, false accounting, deception 
and trying to obtain property by 
deception. 

Bruchausen, who denies the 
charges, has 15 days to appeal. His 
attorney claimed Bruchausen had 
become a -political pawn in the 
American technology embargo by 
selling equipment to the Soviets.

A DECADE- after the western world 
liberalized abortion laws, Europe 
remains divided over the feminist 
gold of universal abortion on de- 
mand. ' _ 

Spain’s new abortion law is 
already faltering under intense 
pressure from the Roman Catholic 
Church and the refusal of most doc- 
tors to cooperate . 

The British medical establishment 
has raised moral objections to per- 
forming abortions after 24 weeks of 
pregnancy. 

In Ireland, Belgium and Greece, 
abortion is still outlawed ip almost 
all cases, although only Ireland 
strictly enforces its law, which car- 
ries a maximum punishment of life in 
prison. 

According to the Alan Gutt- 
macher Institute, a New York-based 
research organization that is study- 
ing world-wide abortion trends, an 
estimated 40 million to 50 million 
abortions are carried out around the 
world each year. 

An Associated Press survey indi- 
cates that at least 2 milli on abortions 


are performed each year in Europe, 
although there is considerable un- 
certainty over the actual numbers 
both in Europe and world -wide be- 
cause of a lack of reliable statistics on 
illegal abortions or up-to-date in- 
formation from some countries. 

In Austria and the sexually liberal 
Scandinavian countries of Denmark, 
Sweden and Finland, abortion is 
available with few or no restrictions 
during the first 12 weeks of pregnan- 
cy. . 

Most other European countries 
restrict the procedure to special cir- 
cumstances, such as a risk to the 
woman’s mental or physical health, 
the likelihood of birth deformity or 
pregnancies resulting from rape or 
incest. However, the laws are gener- 
ally open to loose interpretation', 
risk to a woman’s mental health, for 
example, can mean almost anything. 

In an essay on ethics published by 
the British Medical Journal, David 
Holbrook, an author and director of 
English studies at Cambridge Uni- 
versity’s Downing College, noted 
that despite legal restrictions Britain

has “virtually abortion on demand." 

Throughout much of Eastern 
Europe, contraceptives are difficult 
or illegal to obtain and abortion is a 
common form of birth control. 

In tbe Soviet Union, a law permit- 
ting abortion on demand went into 
effect in 1920. It was strictly banned 
throughout World War n, bur was 
reintroduced in 1955. Now, it is 
commonplace for a Soviet woman to 
have three or four abortions during 
her lifetime. 

In Rumania, however. President 
Nicolae Ceausescu launched an anti- 
abortion campaign in March aimed 
at halting Rumania’s declining birth 
rate. 

Western diplomats say Rumanian 


women must now undergo regular 
gynecological check-ups, sometimes 
in the presence of police. Once pre- 
gnancy is ascertained, the woman 
reportedly is placed under surveill- 
ance by tbe authorities until she 
gives birth. 

Spain became the latest European 
country to legalize abortion when a 
law backed by the Socialist govern- 
ment went into effect on August 2. 
Abortion was legal in Spain from 
1931-39, but was banned throughout 
tbe dictatorship of General Francis- 
co Franco. 

Tbe new law could yet founder 
from tbe fierce resistance of Spain’s 
Catholic Church, which threatened 


to excommunicate any woman who 
has an abortion and any doctor who 
performs the operation. 

Volunteer medical staff had to 
step in to perform the first two legal 
abortions, on August 9, when doc- 
tors at a state-run hospital in the 
northern city of Oviedo refused to 
take part on "moral grounds. 

Doctors in Badajoz, in western 
Spain, refused an abortion to a 14- 
year-old girl who became pregnant 
after allegedly being raped. As of 
late August she was still seeking an 
abortion. 

In 1974, France became the first 
predominantly Catholic country to 
legalize abortion. Italy followed suit

Ireland, which is 97 per cent Ro- 
man Catholic, remains the only 
European country where abortion is 
both illegal and unobtainable, ex- 
cept in the rare circumstances of a, 
life-threatening pregnancy. 

A move to overturn Ireland's 
Victorian -era ban on abortion was 
likened by the Irish press to a “moral 
civil war.” In the end, the campaign 
backfired. An amendment to protect 
the unborn was enshrined in the 
constitution by a national referen- 
dum in 1983. 

Abortion is also banned in Bel- 
gium and Greece, but neither coun- 
try enforces the law. 

No reliable statistics are available 
in Greece, but the Greek Orthodox 
Church estimates there are 400,000 
abortions annually. More conserva- 
tive estimates put the number at 
around 150,000, which would still 
give Greece one of the highest ind- 


cept when they go outside to the 
spacious toy-filled garden shaded by 
big pine trees.

Because Britain has traditionally 
allowed abortions for up to 28 weeks 
of pregnancy, it has become a haven 
for foreign women seeking late-stage 
abortions. Of the 369,993 abortions 
performed in England and Wales 
last year, 33,605 were for non- 
residents. including 22,060 from 
Spain and 3.946 from Ireland, 
according to government statistics. 

Id a recent report, the Royal Col- 
lege of Obstetricians and Gyneco- 
logists recommended a reduction in 
the lime limit for abortions from 28 
weeks to 24 weeks. The report said 
28-week abortions were “no longer 
morally defensible" because of 
medical advances in saving prema- 
ture babies. 

Rather than have the issue raised 
again in Parliament, the Conserva- 
tive government opted for a volun- 
tary limit of 24 weeks, to which 
abortion clinics have agreed. (AP)

DRIVE CAREFULLY 
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Police probe alleged $27 million 
fraud at Bank of England 


LONDON (Reuter). - Police are 
investigating an allegation of a $27 
million fraud by officers of the Bank 
of England, Britain's central bank, 
the government said last week. 

The news is the latest turn in a 
Fraud Squad inquiry into the col- 
lapse last year of a small London 
bank involved in the gold market, 
Johnson Matthey Bankers (JMB), 
and its rescue by the Bank of Eng- 
land, which has already led to a 
political row. 

The officers were alleged to have 
defrauded a liquidator of the money 
to assist JMB and then tried to 
conceal it by forgery, a spokesman 
for Solidtor-GeneraJ Sir Patrick 


Mayhew said. “The pohee are look- 
ing into the matter, 1 ' die spokesman 
said. 

The widening inquiry comes amid 
demands in Parliament for the res- 
ignation of Robin Leigh-Pemberton, 
governor of the Bank of England. 

The new allegations stem from a 
year-long investigation by lawyer 
and opposition Labour parliamenta- 
rian Brian Sedgemore, who said 
yesterday: “I can prove that three 
senior Bank of England offidals 
took part in this." 

Sedgemore said that although 
Leigh-Pemberton was not among 
those involved it would be impossi- 
ble to restore confidence in the Bank 
of England until he resigned.

Tin trading thrown into uncertainty 


LONDON (Reuter). - World tin 
trading was thrown into uncertainty 
when the International Tin Council 
(ITC), the governing forum of lead- 
ing exporters and importers of the 
metal, said it could no longer afford 
to support sagging prices. 

The decision by the ITC to cease 
buying tin for its reserve buffer 
stock, led to the immediate suspen- 
sion of trading last Thursday on the 
London Metal Exchange, the 
world's premier metals market. 

Dealers said the move cast a cloud 
over the whole tin world, because a 
number of leading producers and 
markets base prices on the London 
exchange rates. 

The buffer stock manager has 


been fighting an expensive and un- 
successful battle to keep prices 
above an internationally agreed 
floor of £8,500 a ton (£5.51 per 
pound). It buys when prices are 
weak and sells when they are high. 

Buffer stock manager Peter de 
Koning said he bad to stop support- 
ing the market because of limited 
credit facilities to finance tin purch- 
ases. 

He said the effects of heavy selling 
on the exchange - much of it by 
speculators hoping to buy back tin 
later at a lower price - had been 
made worse recently by rising sales 
from non -Tin Council producers, 
who were not subject to the council's 
jurisdiction.

Pierre Languetin, 
told journalists the national bank 
was weighing whether to allow banks 
not domiciled in Switzerland to issue 
Swiss franc-denominated bonds. 
The move would end a monopoly 
banks in Switzerland currently enjoy 
in issuing such bonds, one of the 
most active markets in the world. * 

It could also challenge the Swiss 
government to scrap one of its key 


sources of revenue, a stamp doty 
worth an estimated 1.5 billion Swiss 
francs ($700 million) a year. 

Languetin said such a liberaliza- 
tion would not be without its dis- 
advantages for the government and 
Swiss banks. But he added: “This 
would increase the competition be- 
tween international financial cen- 
tres.” 

Languetin gave no time-frame for 
the possible move, but analysts said 
it would add to pressure on the 
government to eliminate the 03% 
stamp duty, which has inhibited 
many potential borrowers from us- 
ing the Swiss franc for their needs. 


Exxon profits fall 22% in 3rd quarter 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - Exxon 
Corporation, the world’s largest in- 
dustrial company, has announced 
that its earnings fell 22% in the third 
quarter, to $995 million, from S1.28 
billion in the same period in 1984. 

Exxon chairman Clifton Garvin 
said this reflected falling world oil 
prices, a decline in the dollar and the 
expense of closing down two plants 
in West Germany. 


Company revenue fell 5.2% to 
S22.29b. from $23.52 billion. 

Garvin said earnings were 
affected by S19Qm. in foreign ex- 
change losses. An after-tax charge of 
S135m. was imposed for the closure 
of a refinery in Hamburg and a 
chemical plant in Cologne as part of 
moves to dispose of marginal opera- 
tions and improve the competitive 
position of the company .

He told reporters on arrival that 
Parliament members could restore 
the cash when they debated the 
budget. 

"If they don't. I will kick up the 
usual fuss and bluster, and rage like a 
pop star," he said. 

Commenting that Europe freed a 
crisis of conscience, Geldof said: "If 
we let Africa down, Europe would 
go down with it -in a human as well 
as a practical sense.”

Maccabt-mn pharma- 
cies may sell medications only to 
Maccabi* members. 

The Phiirmacists Association last 
week lost a court suit awin'** the 
establishment of the Maccabi act- 
work. It has since threatened to 
intensity its opposition to the net- 
work, which it considers an econo- 
mic threat. Maccabi director Rafi 
Roter last night called “pruvoo 
tivc” the affidavits on which the 
closure orders were based and safe! 
they had been filed by Pharmacy 
Association members 


Drought, Soviet oil cuts hit Bulgaria 


SOFIA (AP). - Hard winters, pro- 
longed drought and a reduction in 
Soviet oil supplies have put the 
brakes on one of the East Bloc's 
most buoyant economies, that of 
Bulgaria. 

As a winter of belt-tightening and 
rationed electricity approaches, the 
question is whether the reversal in 
economic fortunes of this country of 
9 million is permanent or just a 
hiccup. 

Projected growth for 1985. 
according to Western analysts, is 
1.4%, compared, to increases above 
4% for the past three years. This 
growth rate gave Bulgaria the nick- 
name "Japan of the Balkans" as it 
moved from being mainly an agri- 
cultural economy to manufacture 
such products as computers and in- 
dustrial robots. 


One of the mainstays of the ceil* 
nomy was hard currency csporfN of 
petrochemical products made from 
Soviet oil. The oil shipments have 
been cut, and there has been, a 
corresponding decline in petroche- 
mical production this year, the 
analysts said. 

“The people who run the eco- 
nomy realize the free ride is over.*' 
said one. foreign contact, who in- 
sisted on anonymity because of di- 
plomatic status', “They're not going 
to be able to export as much to the 
West and imports will increase 

The Soviets' reason foe cutting ail 
shipments was unclear. They lung 
regarded Bulgaria as their closest 
Warsaw Pact ally, but have publicly 
criticized the country's economic 
performance. 


Soviet oil leaks result inhuge money losses 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Oil leaks 
from a Soviet pipeline in the Ukrai- 
nian Republic have caused environ- 
mental damage and lost the industry 
millions of rubles, the trade union 
daily Tnid reported Friday. 

The newspaper said the leaks, on 
the Lisichansk-Donetsk-Zhdanov 
pipeline, were the result of meffi- 
rient management and out-of-date 
equipment and blamed the head of 
the state committee for oil produc- 
tion. Yuri Pasyechnik. 

During a recent visit to key fields, 
Kremlin chief Mikhail Gorbachev 


criticised the oil industry fur old- 
fashioned ideas and for not develop- 
ing quickly enough. Production has 
stagnated over the past two years. 

PRESIDENT. - The official. Sierra 
Leone radio has reported that Siaka

African country for most of the 24 
years since it gained independence,

Jr was dear that be has 
not yet recovered the zest foT tennis 
that he had before he was taken ill 
some months ago: either physically 
or psychologically, he is not ready 
yet for big tennis. He is obviously 
worrying about himself. He is such a 
pleasant young man. and he com- 
ported himself so well when things 
were going against him. that he 
earned the sympathy of the crowd.

Shlomo raced to a four-love lead 
in tbe first set without any difficulty.

Bad and good behaviour, big money, on 
the international tennis circuit

TEL AVIV. - “Ninety-nine per cent 
of all professional tennis players be- 
have well, but the media under- 
standably focus on the few excep- 
tions that "act badly, and these give 
tbe whole game a bad reputation," 
asserts the popular new president of 
.the Association of Tennis Profes- 
sionals, Matt Doyle. 

Doyle, a 27-year-old Irish- 
American who competed in the just- 
concluded Israel Tennis Centre 
Nabisco Grand Prix tournament 
here, does not see any easy solution 
to the problem of questionable line 
trails, the cause of continual friction 
between players and officials - and 
often the reason for much irritation 
among spectators. "How can anyone 
always be sure about a service ball 
delivered at a speed of up to 120 
miles an hour?" he asks rhetorically . 

"Where tbe human element is 
concerned, , there is always the. 
“"Chance of fcrftS?»T *says the" YatetJfliV 
Versity economics graduate, who has 
teen on the circuit for six years. 
Every point played, carries the pos- 
sibility of controversy, so dissent 
could easily occur say 700 or more 
times in the course of a match." 
Doyle adds a rider that tbe officials 
are usually laymen working in a 
voluntary capacity, while for the 
professional players thousands of 
dollars in prize money can be at 
stake in every decision made by the 
umpire or line judges. 

“The ultimate solution is for all 
‘officiating* to be done by machines, 
following the start made at Wimble- 
don a few years ago with the installa- 
■tion of electrical devices to indicate 
service faults." 

Referring to oft-made charges 
that the fines imposed on top stars 
who persistently misbehave are 
ludicrously small, Doyle points out 
that these fines can now reach 
$75,000. In addition, the Men’s In- 
ternational Professional Tennis 
Council - the game’s ruling body - 
can suspend players from Grand Prix 
competition for up to 42 days, and. 
for someone like John McEnroe, 
this means a potential loss of earn- 
ings of half a million dollars. 

The possibility of continual offen- 
ders being ‘sent off as in many other 
sgorts, was recently suggested in a 
magazine' artide by. none other than 
Jimmy Connors - himself one of the 
handful of tennis stars often guilty of 
loutish behaviour on the court. 
Reacting to this, Doyle says: “There 
is something to be said for the idea.

Look back in sorrow 

Israel is out of the 19S6 World Cup. The 3-1 defeat in Auckland 
yesterday finally burst the last bubble of hope that a miracle would still 
happen and Israel would still somehow manage to top the Oceania 
Group and to go on to meet Scotland fora place in the finals in Mexico. 
Those matches will now be played by cither Australia or New Zealand. 

New Zealand are better known for their All Blacks rugby teams and 
the Kiwi cricketers who are now touring Australia. Their "All Whites" 
soccer is at best the third sport on those Southern Hemisphere islands. 

In Israel, soccer has always been the No. 1 sport, with basketball now 
dosing in as the country's second sport and tennis gaining ground. The 
sad conclusion to be drawn from yesterday’s unceremonious exit from 
the World Cup competition is that Israel's football has been overrated. 

To win only one point out of four against Australia and to lose 
decisively to New Zealand is a dismal record. It marks the shredded 
end of two years of intensive preparation for these World Cup games. 

No coach could have had more cooperation from his Football 
Association and the clubs than Yosef Mirimowitch was given. The 
national team squad of 20 players or more were sent to training camps 
abroad, were together in training before matches here, were provided 
with varied international and top foreign club matches, and Mirimo- 
witch was sent to scout out tbe Australians and Kiwis thoroughly. 

To put it frankly, if brutally, the Israel players were just not good 
enough. The defence failed to hold the Australian and New Zealand 
strikers and was very vulnerable in the air. conceding three goals from 
headers. Equally weak was Israel's striking power, when faced with 
hard tackling defences like those of the Australians and New 
Zealanders. . 

But These criticisms are things of the past , and once the shock of the 
World Cup disaster has been absorbed, Israel will have to rebuild a 
national team, virtually from scratch. The next major international 
challenge will be the Seoul Olympic Games - and it will be all new 
faces there. 1 

From hindsight, u must be admitted that national team coach 
Mirimowitch had in his squad only tw o international class star players , 
- Uri Malmillian and Avi Cohen. Eli Ohana, who might come next' in a 
ranking list of quality players, did himself and Israel no good at all 
when making stupid obscene gestures at a linesman and the crowd at 
Melbourne, which earned him a fully deserved sending off that left 
Israel with 10 men. and without Ohana in the mntch ngainst New 
Zealand. 

All the other players can be described at best as triers, some more 
than others. Together they played football that was slow and 
complicated against Australia and New Zealand. 

The most important lesson to be learnt from the defeats is that our 
soccer officials, coaches, players and commentators should refrain 
from telling the public and themselves that "Israel is better". A little 
humility would be realistic. It is goals that count in football, not 
ill-conceived propaganda.

Much ado about... 

THE advance billing for today’s cabinet meeting holds the 
promise of high drama unusual even for the known repertoire 
of the unity government. 

The prime minister, freshly returned from a politically 
triumphant tour abroad, will face the dour Likud chorus of 
nay-sayers who have it in their power to bring the government 
down. 

But in this instance it is not the play, but rather the play 
within the play, that is the thing. For the Likud, or more 
precisely Herat, is pulling in two directions. Messrs Levy and 
Sharon have seized on Mr. Peres's otherwise fairly innocuous 
readiness to permit some international “support” for a process 
of direct negotiations, as a major aberration. But the vice 
premier, Mr. Shamir, and Mr. Arens, have belittled the issue. 

These differences, as any political novice would know, are 
not merely measures of diverging temperaments, pitting the 
first pair's penchant for bombast against the latter pair’s 
repose. Rather, those differences reflect a contest for advan- 
tage inside Herat in anticipation of that party's forthcoming 
national convention and in anticipation of the rotation of power 
in the government. 

Both Mr. Shamir and Mr. Arens, sceptical, at best, about the 
prospects of negotiations with Jordan, are intent on keeping the 
government intact up to the point when the premiership reverts 
to Mr. Shamir. Even were there to be the beginnings of a 
negotiation process before that, it would by the very nature of 
the complicated issues, not get very far, and then a Herat prime 
minister, a year from now, could take control and determine 
their course. 

Sharon and Levy, on the other hand, contemplate the 
advantages of a government crisis. That would put paid to the 
rotation agreement, permitting a challenge within the party to 
Mr. Shamir’s title. And should they decide not to press that far 
now, they no doubt do believe that their loud strictures - not 
against wbat Mr. Feres in fact said, but what they say he said - 
will respond to their credit amongst their constituents in the 
party. 

The Liberals’ Mr. Moda’i, who also intoned against Mr. 
Peres, has been moved by similar considerations. Fearing early 
elections, he suddenly felt the ground collapsing from under his 
party. For that party’s highest priority is to avoid facing the 
electorate - something it has succeeded in achieving for over 
two decades. Therefore, last week be frenetically reversed 
himself and called for immediate talks with Herat on a full 
merger of the Likud. In that way alone can the Liberals hope to 
remain personally immune from electoral verdicts, by guaran- 
teeing their hold on the spoils of office under the protective 
canopy of Herat. To assure that, also requires political music 
that soothes Herat ears, which Mr. Moda'i dutifully supplied. 

Yesterday, before leaving Paris, Mr. Peres dismissed the 
howls at home. He expects no crisis in his government. 
Presumably, knowing the actors well, he understands their 
calculations and the limits of their bark. His scepticism was also 
a signal to his own party, specifically to those who have called 
upon him to demand Mr. Sharon’s scalp. 

The premier is not likely to play into Sharon's bands. That 
would divert him and his government from course, and, 
ironically, compromise achievement of Mr. Peres’s goal, which 
is to establish a negotiating process with Jordan with the Likud 
in government. For thatis what the coalition agreement makes 
possible. 

Mr. Peres is intent on holding the Likud to that agreement, 
however discomfiting it may be to his coalition partner. The 
Likud ministers may set up a hue and cry, but they cannot 
legitimately break up the government over an effort to get such 
negotiations started. Moreover, they would find such action 
difficult to explain to the electorate at a time when the prime 
minister has succeeded in persuading the Reagan administra- 
tion to jettison its earlier inclination to give the PLO a 
prominent role in such negotiations. 

Having lost his earlier argument, therefore, that Mr. Peres 
was selling out to Arafat, Mr. Sharon is now claiming a sellout 
to the Russians. Hie only real sale his claims represent is a 
sellout of his party to him. Neither Mr. Peres nor Mr. Shamir 
are interested in such a transaction.

the two hitherto hostile neighbours. 

Muasher's visit follows two rounds 
of Arab League-sponsored talks be- 
tween the two countries' prime 
ministers in the past six weeks. Jor- 
dan's transport minister also visited 
Damascus in September in the first 
official high-level contact between 
the two countries since they with- 
drew their ambassadors in 1981. 

The Arab League mediation mis- 
sion, headed by Saudi Arabia's 
Crown Prince Abdullah Ibo Abdul- 
Aziz. was aimed at ironing out their 
differences' before an Arab summit 
scheduled to be held in Riyadh next 
month. 

Meanwhile, PLO Chairman Yas- 
.ser Arafat told a press conference in 
Bahrain yesterday he would meet 
King Hussein shortly to evaluate the 
status of their February accord to 
work together for peace. 

PLO sources in Amman said the 
meeting is scheduled for tomorrow. 

Arafat reiterated bis commitment 
to the agreement with Hussein for a 
negotiated settlement of the Palesti- 
nian issue in an international confer- 
ence under UN auspices. 

Asked about the effect on the 
PLO's relations with Jordan of a 
possible rapprochement between 


Jordan and Syria, Arafat said: “We 
hope Syria will join us. .We hope for 
a Jordanian-Syrian-PLO accord.” 

Several prominent Palestinians 
from the territories, including Beth- 
lehem Mayor Elias Freij and al-Fajr 
editor Hanna Seniora, left for Am- 
man on Friday for consultations in* 
the light of latest developments. 
Post correspondent adds: Mean- 
while, London's Sunday Times re- 
ports this morning that expelled 
West Bank mayor Mohammed 
Milhem is one of two prominent 
members of the PLO who have been 
banned from entering Jordan. 
Milhem was the member of the joint 
Jordan fan- Palestinian delegation 
due to meet British Foreign Secret- 
14 ary Sir Geoffrey Howe two weeks 
ago in London who caused the meet- 
ing to be cancelled when he refused 
to sign a statement recognizing the 
existence of Israel. 

The other senior PLO man be- 
lieved to be banned by the Jordanian 
authorities is named Abu Teib, com- 
mander of Force 17 who Israeli 
sources have stated is responsible for 
a number of recent terrorist attacks. 

The paper adds that the banning 
orders appear to be part of the

Abdui-Atti. the country's chief 
law officer, read the prosecution's 
opening statement, alleging that the 
U.S. was involved directly in the 
airlift through its Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, its armed forces and 
its embassy in Khartoum. 

The clandestine operation was 
stopped last -January after reports 
about it appeared in newspapers 
abroad.

Abdui-Atti said El-Tayeb had 
allowed the Americans to convert 
their embassy into "an operations 
room” to coordinate the airlift.

to carry Ethiopian Jzv.-; to Israel.” 
Abdui-Atti said.

The attorney-general said El-

Abdui-Atti said, “We have proof' 
that Ei-Tayeb personally received 
$2 million from the operation and 
“may have received other sums, but 
There is no proof of that.” He did not 
specify where the money camefrom. 


LIKUD MK Ehud Olmert has de- 
cided to launch a campaign to con- 
vince all wings of the coalition that 
autonomy for the West Bank Arabs 
as envisaged in the Camp David 
peace agreements should be un- 
ilaterally implemented by Israel. 

The former firebrand of the offi- 
cially extinct La’am wing of the 
Likud, which recently merged with 
Herut. told The Jerusalem Post this 
week: “There is no genuine chance 
• for an agreement on autonomy with 
King Hussein, or an official Palestine 
Arab delegation, or Egypt. Nor Is 
there even a chance for a m eanin gful 
partial agreement with any of those 
. partners. But we cannot afford to 
procrastinate because the present 
status quo is not necessarily in 
Israel’s favour. 

“We must do something. Our 
American friends are likely to try 
and shift the logjam, with some 
initiative even less favourable to 
Israel than the 1982 Reagan initia- 
tive, which we rejected. So let's seek 
our own way of moving forwards.” 
Olmert, who has gradually work- 
ed himself up to become one of the 
Knesset's most sought-after lectur- 
ers on the English-speaking circuit 
overseas, insists that Israel must con- 
tinue to adhere to the basic princi- 
ples of Camp David. The only way 
this can be done is by implementing 
the autonomy unilaterally, without a 
formal agreement on the Arab side. 

Olmert is sober enough to admit 
that the problem for Israel is to find 
silent partners in such unilateral im- 
plementation even though they 
would uot be expected to sign any- 
thing on the dotted line. 

“Experience in the Middle East 
generally, and on the West Bank in 
particular, has shown that it is easier 
to establish practical understandings 
not backed by an official accord than 
to seek official and formal co mmi t, 
meats. Since 1967 Israel and Jordan 
have maintained a stable agreement 
surviving all changes and vicissitudes 
for open bridges across the river. 


THIS IS not a time for Israel to sit 
back and wait for external events to 
dictate its moves. 

Hopefully, now that the PLO’s 
status in the international arena, and 
especially in the U.S. and several 
European countries, has greatly 
weakened, and in light of King Hus- 
sein's publicly declared position 
(and those otherwise made known), 
the chances for a major political 
move getting off the ground will 
improve. 

Yet, while every effort must be 
made to get negotiations for a com- 
prehensive settlement going, should 
this fail, a less ambitious goal ought 
to be pursued. In April 1982 I 
approached the then chairman of the 
Labour Party, Shimon Peres, with a 
proposal for a new political initia- 
tive. fMoshe Dayan proposed a uni- 
lateral autonomy plan in a speech to 
the Knesset on December 25 , 1980- 
Ed.J.P.j 

I argued that while the situa- 
tion might not be ripe for an agree- 
ment with Jordanian-Palestuian fac- 
tors regarding a comprehensive 
peace settlement, including the de- 
termination of tbe future of Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip, “Israel 
should propose an interim 
arrangement.. .which will include 
the - implementation of autonomy in 
part of the territory and regarding 
part of the population.” 

Should it become apparent that 
such a move could not be realized, 
through agreement with the other 
parties concerned, I argued ‘it is 
worth considering the unilateral im- 
plementation of autonomy, which

“We can only implement auton- 
omy unilaterally if a West Bank 
Arab police force is first set up and 


tween Arab and Jew most be reg- 
ulated, and friction must be reduced 
to the minimum. Provocation from 
any side must be prevented. We 
don’t need Jews residing in Arab 
Hebron or Nablus,” he says. 

The West Bank Arab police force 
would be under the oraeis of the 
Arab mayors, he notes. In towns 
where no Arab mayor functions at 
present, free elections would have to 
be held. 

“Camp David envisaged a council 
for the West Bank Arabs, and 1 
would be flexible about its size and 
composition. I would even be flexi- 
ble about tbe right of the East Jeru- 
salem Arabs to vote for the council.” 
he says. 

Olmert told The Pose “We have to 
be prepared for a period of turmoil. 
But we will be in a better position to 
cope with turmoil while we are still 
on the spot. Meanwhile more and 
more West Bank Arabs have learnt 
from their experience. Enough mod- 


erate elements exist to work for 
stability. And even though the West 
Bankers may elect leaders who 
favour the PLO. I would rather have 
the West Bank controlled by men 
who sympathize with the PLO at 
heart, while managing their towns 
for the benefit of the residents, than 
have to negotiate formally with a 
joint Arab delegation embracing 
representatives from Jordan and the 
PLO. 

“Supposing the Nablus residents 
re-elect former mayor Bassam Sha- 
k’a. Supposing he provoked trouble 
after he is installed. No matter. 
Under Camp David, which left 
security ia Israels hands, he can be 
deposed a second time. But it’s 
worth putting men like him to tbe 
test,” says Olmert. 

“Let’s be realistic. Any attempt to 
negotiate a comprehensive solution 
is doomed to failure. So we must 
look elsewhere. Even if the West 
Bank rowns rise up and virtually 
assert their independence after the 
IDF has left, the IDF will only be 
five or 10 kilometres away, so it 
won't have far to return.” 

Olmert envisages a larger role for 
Jordan in the management of every- 
day life on the West Bank in tbe 
framework of a practical under- 
standing on autonomy, to be im- 
plemented by Israel umlaterallv. 

“Israel and Jordan can never 
reach agreement about sovereignty 
over the West Bank. I can not accept 
any sovereignty other than that of 
Israel, for instance. But there can he 
a sharing of responsibility between 
Israel and Jordan, with Jo-Oir. tak- 
ing the larger share in ttu civilian

should exclude the Jordan Valley 
Rift, the Jerusalem region and Gush 
Etrion...” 

Several months later, a discussion 
on the subject took place in the 
Labour Party, in which I said that 
this arrangement should be based on 
granting civil independence to the 
inhabitants of Judea and Samaria- 
within the framework of the future 
borders advocated by the Labour 
Party. This interim arrangement 
should lead to the establishment of 
self-governing civil authorities in 
which both Jordan and the local 
inhabitants would participate. 

While a peace treaty would not be 
signed at this stage, the state of war 
would be ended. Should an agree- 
ment with Jordan and the local in- 
habitants fail to materialize, I prop- 
osed an alternative, unilateral move 
of a similar nature. 

MY PROPOSAL in 1982 was based 
on the premise that the existing 
stalemate and immobility regarding 
developments in Judea. Samaria and 
the Gaza Strip were the worst possi- 
ble situation from the Israeli point of 
view. I still believe this to be true 
today. 

Tbe same applies to our relations 
with Egypt, and Israel should not 
wait for external events to bring

about a change. We paid an ex- 
tremely high price for the peace with 
Egypt, and every effort should be 
made to preserve it, not least of all 
because we really have no alterna- 
tive, and we should do so despite 
some of the callous reactions, lack- 
ing any sensitivity, seen in the recent 
inhuman acts of terror against 
Israelis and Jews. 

Of course, it is easier to argue that 
“there is no one to talk to” and sit 
back and dream of having the 
Danes, Dutch or Norwegians as 
neighbours. I shall never forget Hen- 
ry Kissinger’s story about Syrian 
President Hafez Assad, who told 
him during the negotiations for the 
1974 disengagement agreement that 
“some of my best friends are Jew- 
ish.” Kissinger’s reply was, “some of 
my best friends are human beings-” 
But we cannot choose our neigh- 
bours, and we must try to come to 
terms with them, though of course 
without giving up any of our vital 
interests. 

Just as we cannot choose our 
neighbours, so we cannot change 
certain basic realities. One of these 
realities is that in the not so very 
distant future the Arabs will consti- 
tute a majority in tbe territories 


currently under Israeli sovereignty 
or administration. 

According to the forecasts of the 
Central Bureau of Statistics, by tbe 
year 2000 (only 15 years from now!), 
there will be 3.5 million Arabs living 
west of the Jordan River, of whom 

1.2 million will be Israeli Arabs and 

2.3 million inhabitants of Judea. 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip - areas 
that most of the Likud and others 
would like to annex to Israel. 

In the year 2000 the number of 
Jews in Israel will be 4.1 million, or 
only 54 per cent of the population 
west of the Jordan River. The lower 
Israeli birth rate and low immigra- 
tion figures are rapidly changing the 
demographic balance. 

Given the demographic realities, 
unless a change is brought about, we 
shall some day confront a terrible 
choice - to be an additional Arab 
state in the Middle East or to be a 
non-democratic state, practising 
apartheid, a state in which the 
majority has no political rights. 

BOTH alternatives would be fatal to 
Israel as the state of the Jews in Eretz 
Yisrael, a state that maintains a 
democratic regime and is closely 
linked to the democratic West and 
the Jewish people, most of which is 
educated and progressive. The

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THE RENDEZVOUS THAT FAILED 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - The most revealing part of 
the PLO-British-JEEC rendezvous 
thet failed is the text of the disputed 
statement. For its brevity it is worth- 
while quoting the full draft: 

“The members of die joint delega- 
tion all reiterated their personal sup- 
port for a peaceful settlement of the 
Arab-Israel dispute on the basis of 
the relevant UN resolutions, includ- 
ing 242 and 338 of the Security 
Council. They stated that, in accord- 
ance with these resolutions a settle- 
ment should recognise the rights of 
the Palestinian people, including the 
right to self-determination within 
the context of a Jordanian- 
Palestinian confederation, as well as 
tiie right to secure existence of all 
states "in the area, including Israel, 
within its 1967 borders. 

They confirmed their opposition 
to ail forms of terrorism and violence 
from whatever source.” 

What provoked the explosion in 
London was obviously not the lan- 
guage on terrorism and violence. 
'.The proposed statement was so 
general and innocuous that it could 
have elicited support from anyone. 
The shattering meaning of the- PLO 
rejection is that they are not pre- 
pared to support resolutions 242 and 
338 even when they are offered them 


packed together with other “re- 
levant U.N. resolutions” and with 
the recognition of the “right of self- 
determination” and even with the 
avowed stipulation that Israel should 
be “within its 1967 borders.” 

The implication of all this is that 
the PLO is either incapable, or un- 
willing to pursue a course that im- 
plies any acceptance of Israel. 

If the Europeans (and others) 
don't find this sobering experience 
sufficiently compelling to reassess 
their attitude, nothing will help them 
modify their position, but, then, let 
them not be astonished if their 
advice is not taken.
